“FOREWORD.

“In April last, the General Secretary of the Alliance, Mr. H.. 


Martyn Gooch, visited Canada for the purpose of arranging the tour 
of Archdeacon Madden and Dr. Hanson. During the course of his 
tour Mz, Gooch travelled over 15,000 miles, and had the privilege of 
preaching and speaking in most of the chief Cities of Canada, and of

John, Halifax, Charlottetown, Montreal, Toronto, London, Stratford, 
Hamilton, St. Catharine's, Ottawa, Kingston, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, 
Prince Albert, and Edmonton. The deputation has occupied over 
two months, and the mecting will unite not only in thanking 
Archdeacon Madden and Dr. Hanson for their arduous undertakings, 
but in praise to the Triune God _ for travelling mercies, for 


preservation from sickness and danger, and especially for the glorious 
spiritual results.” 
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
